“One of th e contentions set up by I 
th e gas com pany at th e h earing T ues­ 
day w as th at, w h ile in w inter th e re 
is a m axim um dem and for gas wh ich ¡ 
necessitates th e purch ase of 1,1 0 0 ,0 0 0 
cub., feet daily , th e re is a slack se a­ 
son in wh ich th is daily supply is not 
consum ed and is a loss to th e com ­ 
pany , wh ich , h ow ever, is com pelled to 
purch ase it because it is needed Wh en 
th e m axim um dem and arises. 
“ What strikes us forcibly is th at, 
there are four sug a r factories w ith in 
reasonable reach of th e pip*? lines ot 
the com pany wh ich m igh t vastly in­ 
crease the consum ption of gas at a 
season of the y ear w h en th e dem and 
for domestic gas is at its lowest. Th e
